as true the p ersiste nt assertions of his eulog ists

Nor 
could arrows hav e been less efficacious than 
the mountain guns of Mackay, a light artillery 
But tho mus­ 
ket got the better of tho bow, and archery has 
long been only a div ersion. 
A recent trav eler 
left a kind of catechism as to manners and cus­ 
toms with a white man in the Admirality isl­ 
ands. 
‘‘What hre the weapons of tho nativ es? ” 
was one question, whereto came the reply: 
‘•Some still use tlie old muzzle loader, but most 
hav e Sniders or Martini-Henry a. ” According 
to the fugitiv e literature circulated at Buffalo 
Bill’s, the red man sometimes, to sav e powder 
and shot, falls back on bows anil arrows.

The long hot spell, which was partially broken 
last Sunday, has been ono of almost unprece­ 
dented fatality among little children. 
In New 
York they died at the rate of more than a hund­ 
red a day, and in Philadelphia, Chicago, and 
other large cities the mortality among tho little 
ones was appalling. 
The Bummer season is always prolific of those 
diseases to which children are peculiarly sub­ 
ject, but, with the adv ent of an intense heat­ 
wav e the fatality is enormously increased. 
But 
it is not the heat alone that kills the children. 
Impure air and improper and unwholesome 
; food work most of tlie destruction. It is noticed 
in New York that when babies almost dead with 
cholera infantum are transferred to tho pure sea 
breezes and giv en pure food, almost at once new 
life begins to come back to them, and in a few 
dav s they grow well and strong. 
it is undoubtedly true that thousands of in­ 
fants are sacrificed each summer through ignor­ 
ance and neglect of hygienic laws. 
Unfit food, 
bad v entilation and unwholesome surroundings, 
cause the little ones to fall like autumn loav es. 
Many times less than it costa to bury the baby 
when it is dead would hav e sav ed tho little life 
by a temporary remov al to the pure $ir of the 
country. 
Charitable people and associations do 
what they can toward sending sick children to 
the country or the seashore, but the lack of suf­ 
ficient means greatly handicaps their efforts. 
The funds prov ided for such beneficent work 
should be ample, and the operations of these 
humane agencies should be largely extended. 
People who desire to contribute to a worthy 
charity can find none more deserv ing than that 
which*undertakes to sav e sick children from 
the perils of the summer heat

though the water is of no v ery great depth 
there, the strong undercurrent renders div ing 
operations out of the question) sufficient jewel­ 
ry to set. up a moderately sized jeweler’s shop! 
And it is probable that at other equally fre­ 
quented stages the loss must hav e been quite as 
great, if not greater. 
We ourselv es hav e known 
a v aluable watch lost in this way, and, the own­ 
er being anxious to recov er his property, had a 
special div er down from London to attempt its 
recov ery, and in the end his fees (although sad 
to relate his best efforts 
woro unav ailing) 
amounted to more than tho v alue of the watch 
itself! 
Although dredging operations are continually 
being carried on in v arious parts of the riv er, 
it is rarely or nev er that anything of v alue is 
brought to light, and so the only natural sup­ 
position is that most of the things must get 
swept seaward when tho heav y winter floods 
and subsequent spring tides reign supreme. 
Apropos of these,

which has now three times occurred, in 1658, 
It» 82 and 1777—namely, the tidal part of the 
riv m ebbing and flowing’ twice and three times, 
in the two former years, within the space of 
throe and four hours, and on the last occasion 
twice in three hours again. 
Tho recurrence from time to time of dev as­ 
tating floods caused by extra high tides can 
hardly be called mysterious, seeing that they 
can be satisfactorily accounted for by scientific 
reasoning; but the composition, of "tlio bod of 
the riv er in its v arious parts has at times giv en 
rise to no small amount of discussion, and to a 
certain extent still remains one of the principal 
mysteries.

“ One of tho chief causes of dyspepsia in 
school children is pastry,” said a well known 
Brooklyn physician to a reporter. 
“ School 
children, and more especially boys, are in tho 
habit at noon each day of v isiting bakeshops, 
and there gorging themselv es with tho insidious 
pie, the delusiv e tart and the destructiv e cream 
cake. 
Boys whose ages range from 8 to 15 
seldom hav e good digestions. 
Their stomachs, 
and, in fact, none of their organs, are fully de­ 
v eloped. Taking these things into considera­ 
tion, does it not stand to reason that a youth's 
stomach would naturally rebel against such 
food? The two or throe bakeries in tho v icin­ 
ity of the Polytechnic and Central Grammar 
school are largely patronized by school chil ­ 
dren. 
Pastry to many has the sanio effoet as 
cigarette smoking. 
Indulgence in one or both 
will entail no end of misery. Hav e you not 
soen boys in the street who were afflicted with 
a mild form of St. Vitus dance? Tho youth­ 
ful v ictim of cigarettes shows the effects of tho 
v ice on his face. 
He is nerv ous, his eyes 
twitch, he jerks his shoulders, and is seldom 
seen in any other than a highly wrought state. 
If you wish to see ev idences of what I state, 
v isit the v icinity of Court and 
Liv ingston 
streets any day at noon.” 
Acting on the suggestion, the reporter walked 
through Liv ingston street from Clinton to Boe- 
rum Place. 
It was recreation hour at both tlie 
Polytechnic and 
Central grammar 
school. 
Streams of boys emerged from both institu­ 
tions and at once made for a neighboring bak­ 
ery. 
There they gorged 
themselv es 
with 
sweetmeats and pastry of ev ery description. 
Wizen-faced little chaps of 12 and 14 tackled 
pies nearly as large as their heads, while their 
elder classmates gav e attention to tho festiv e 
cranberry tart, the latter being compoaod of 
heav ily sweetened cranberries and partly done 
dough. 
Occasionally one of the more adv entu­ 
rous boys sneaked out of tho bakery and in 
some secluded spot lighted a cigarette, which 
ho smoked till the 12:M0 bell called him back to 
school. 
Pastry, insufficiently cooked, and cig­ 
arettes make a poor combination. Fond moth­ 
ers wonder why their boys hav o no appetite 
for dinner and v ainly try to guess tho reason. 
Did 
they 
prov ide 
their 
sons 
in 
the 
morning with 
an 
amply 
stocked 
lunch 
box containing delicacies which would charm 
the palate of the urchin they would find that 
the latter would hav e better appetites for the 
ev ening meal. 
Instead, howev er, many boys 
are giv en so much money each morning* to pay 
their expenses for the day. 
This includes the 
price of luncheon and car faro. 
Business men 
sometimes become dyspeptics by eating too 
fast, but it is unfortunate thatyouths and young 
men just leav ing school should ruin their di­ 
gestions before entering commercial life. 
This ev il, for such it undoubtedly is, can bo 
remedied by extending the time of the noonday 
recess. 
In case the recess is made sixty minutes 
instead of thirty, those boys liv ing in the v icin­ 
ity of their schools will hav e time to go home 
and thus obtain a good, substantial meal. 
This 
practice of eating pastry and smoking cigarettes 
is pernicious and can result in no good. 
That 
the Board of Education of Brooklyn and tho 
residents 
of tho 
v arious 
school 
districts 
throughout the city should giv o attention to 
this matter no one will deny. 
Good, wholesome 
beef and potatoes are the sustenance that a 
growing boy requires, and it should bo the duty 
of both teacher and parent to see that he re­ 
ceiv es these articles of diet in preference to pie, 
cake and similar deleterious food.

twice was the speaker asked to repeat a word or 
sentence, aud in both these cases it was his own 
carelessness and not the fault of tho instru­ 
ment 
It is safe to say that it would be hard to 
find two people who can talk with each other 
face to face for more than an hour without in­ 
terruption of “ excuse me” or “ beg your pardon” 
being interspersed oftenor than that 
Question 
after question about the line, and figures about 
the material and construction were asked and 
answered rapidly, with no effort to speak slowly 
or distinctly. 
The wonder only seemed to in­ 
c r e a s e a s certain v oices were recognized as nat­ 
ural, and to call up friends in the Girard Hotel 
and Teleg ra m office at Philadelphia, and chaff 
them good naturedly from a distance of 180 
miles, seemed almost too strange to be real.

To secure it, it was necessary to 
construct a more perfect conductor and bring 
about an increased v olume of telephonic cur­ 
rent and an absolute relief from disturbing in­ 
fluences. 
The first obstacle was ov ercame by 
using hard-drawn copper wire of great tensil 
strength and high conductiv ity. 
No change 
was needed in the ordinary Bell receiv er, but 
the transmitter has been improv ed. 
Instead of 
a stiff mctalie disc, against which tho wav es 
of air must impinge 
with sufficient force 
to hav e it reach 
a 
needle, 
they hav e a 
film of platinum 
almost 
imperceptible in 
thickness which only needs v ibrato to the 
tones of the v oice with sufficient force to dis­ 
turb some granules of carbon which are deli­ 
cately adjusted with a well and cone. 
Tho 
disturbances by induction hav o been ov ercome 
by metallic circuits, doubling the wires and not 
connecting them with the ground. 
It has been 
found impossible to protect the ground circuits 
from electrical disturbances in mineral v eins 
and through meteorological forces. 
Not only it 
ev ery wire endless, but, to still further prev ens 
induction, each wire is strung on alternate in­ 
sulators of successiv e posts, proserv ing what 
scientists call the “ electrical balance,” by not 
being laid parallel to another wire. 
While this line is the first practical use of 
long distance telephoning, it is also the first 
telephone line iu this country built for perma­ 
nency. 
No Roman highway was ev er laid with 
greater engineering skill in proportion to the 
magnitude of tho work. 
As in a railway line, 
the right of way has been secured with care. 
Tho polos are of Canadian 
cedar, av erag­ 
ing fifty feet in height and often running 
up to eighty feet in tho cities to av oid frees and 
buildings. * Thus far they hav e av oided rail­ 
roads, other telegraph and all electric light wires 
through the country south and west of this city, 
and hav e taken the most direct route. 
Tho 
wires are Nos. 12 and I t, weighing about 120 
pounds to the mile. 
The poles are set 1 50 feet 
apart on a straight lino and 100 feet apart 
around curv es, while the cross-bars are made 
firm with iron braces. 
Only ten wires are al­ 
lowed to a brace, and they are fastened to pony 
insulators, while an iron wire passes along the 
top of the poles to strengthen them and protect 
the copper wires. Where tlie lino passes through 
swamps, plank walks are laid for the benefit of 
the lino men, and no wire is allowed to bo 
within twelv e feet of the branches of a tree.

proportions 
that 
all 
the 
old showmen 
were dumbfounded. Ev en Mr. 
Barnum bad occasion for frequent spells of as­ 
tonishment, and his family raised such opposi­ 
tion to his engaeintr in the enterprise, that sev ­ 
eral times I feared he would abandon the pro­ 
ject. I ordered material so fast, howev er, and 
labored so v igorously, that !t soon became im ­ 
possible for him to draw out without sacrificing 
thousands of dollars. So he remained, and the 
preparations went on, obstacle after obstacle 
being 
conquered. 
Finally, in 
the 
spring 
of 1871 the great 
World's Fair was 
ina u­ 
gurated in New York. Its success was simply 
phenomenal. Our wildest 
expectations wrore 
more than realized. When we took to the road 
onr progress amounted to a series of ov ations. 
Our entrance into a town was the occasion of a 
gala day, tne whole community turning out to 
v isit the fair. 
“ At the close of the season, I began work on 
the problem of railroad transportation, and was 
so successful that with the opening of the spring 
of 1S72 I had Pullman cars for the accommoda­ 
tion of our artists, passenger coaches fitted with 
bunks for laborers, box cars for ring stock aud 
such horses as would be required for teaming, 
street parades, « fee., andTplatform cars for char­ 
iots. cages, carriages and baggage wagons. Thus 
was the present method of transporting circuses 
_meuasieries 
inaugurated. 
The trip of 
1 he Great World’s Fair which followed will long 
be remembered by the inhabitants of ev erv 
state west of and including New York. There is 
no doubt that the show took in more money 
that season than all other shows in America 
combined. I i the autumn we returned to New 
York and occupied a mammoth building on 
Fourteenth street. 
Christmas ev e the structure 
burned to the ground. Nothing was sav ed but a 
camel and an elephant. 
“ Mr. Barnum and myself immediately set 
about organizing another stupendous exhibi­ 
tion. 
At first it appeared doubtful if we should 
succeed, but we soon discov ered that our wild 
beasts could be replaced from the zoological 
gardens of Europe. 
Hundreds of men and 
women 
were 
employed 
during tne 
win­ 
ter, 
and 
on 
the 20th 
of 
March 
we 
were enabled to open at theExposition building 
on Third av enue. The show hail many new 
attractions, and our past successes were dupli­ 
cated, both in the city and the country. 
“ During the summer Mr. Barnum went to 
Europe, and at the close I returned to New 
York and began the erection of tho famous H ip­ 
podrome, occupying an 
entire square* 
Mr. 
Barnum 
at 
first 
declined 
to 
join 
m e 
in 
the 
enterprise, 
but 
changed 
his mind when ho discov ered that others were 
only too anxious to add their capital to mine. 
The construction of tno hippodrome was a t­ 
tended with most v exatious difficulties. When 
the extent of the structure which was being 
reared became apparent, the cry went up from 
adjacent property owners that their holtflngs 
would be endangered by its erection, and injunc­ 
tion followed injunc ion in rapid succession. As 
soon aa ono injunction was dissolv ed I would 
hav e a great force of men take up work where it 
was left off, laboring by calcium lights all night 
(the decision of the judge generally occurring 
late in the day), and I feeling certain that an­ 
other injunction 
wonld 
be serv ed 
in the 
morning, 
with 
a 
consequent 
suspen­ 
sion 
of 
operation 
until 
ft 
should 
be 
remov ed. 
In 
spite 
of these dailv and 
costly annoyances, the Hippourome was finally 
completed, and on the opening day at least 50,- 
000 people clamored for admission. Naturally 
there w'as much disappointment, as our sea t­ 
ing capacity was limited to 10,000. 
“ Two weeks from the opening Mr. Barnum re­ 
turned from Europe. Ho reached the building 
in the midst of 
an 
exhibition, 
and 
when 
ushered into 
the 
presence 
of 
tho 
great 
audience his astonishment knew no bounds. 
Finally his look of suspense gav e place to one of 
delight, and he warmly congratulated me. Soon 
after Mr. Barnum’s return, I went to Europe 
to recuperate and remained until fall. Then I 
returned and made a tour of the country with 
the show. Final ly, becoming wearied with the 
care of such a groat concern, and failing to gain 
Mr. Barnum’sconsent to take it to Europe, I 
disposed of my share and dev oted my attention 
to the erection of the New York Aquarium, a 
projcct which had long been in mv mind.” 
Mr. Coup’s remarks relativ e to the Aquarium, 
which was undeniably the grandest thing of its 
kind on the American continent, while inter­ 
esting, can not be reproduced in this necessarily 
brief article. The building, which occupied the 
corner of Broadway and Thirty-fifth street, em­ 
braced an area of ov er 20,000 square feet, and 
contained representativ es of ev ery form 
of 
marine life. It was extensiv ely patronized until 
Mr. Coup sold out to his partners, Charles Reiehe 
and brother, who were determined to keep the 
building open on Sundays. With his withdrawal 
the aquarium declined and was finally sold.Then 
the 
great 
showman 
organized 
the 
great 
eqnescurriculum, which is still remembered with 
pleasure by all lov ers of the tented arena,This was 
but preliminary to the organization of the “ New- 
United Monster Shows," which hav e nev er been 
equaled in this country. 
Then came the crash which depriv ed Coup of 
his power in the amusemeut world. He ascribes 
his ruin to the determined efforts of his riv als, 
who spared no money in corrupting his em­ 
ployes and damaging his credit. 
Through false

by

adv ance 
agent 
the 
shows 
were 
taken 
into 
Texas 
at a most unfav orable 
season, 
and 
heav y losses were sustained daily. Spurred on 
by his insidious foes his creditors issued ex­ 
ecution after execution, and ruin finally ov er­ 
took the man w ho formerly kuew no such word 
as fail. 
Now, after au Interv al of fiv e years, Mr. Coup 
is again on tho highway of success. His am­ 
bition centres in the erection of another aqua­ 
rium in New York city which shall eclipse tho 
glories or its predecessor. The probabilities are 
that in a few years he will reach the cherished 
goal.
